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CLOGHER DIOCESE. 
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“Since we met last year three enactments 

ave come into effect, which largely concern us 
as members of the Church of Ireland,” eaid the 
Right Rev. Dr. Day, Bishop of the diocese, at 
the annual meeting of the Clogher Diocesan 
Synod in Clones yesterday. The first was as 
regards their work in their own diocese: the 
eecond as regards their position in reference to 
their Church at large, and the third as affect- 
ing them in their position, also, as Irishmen. 

His Lordship explained, as regards the first 
enactment, that last year a supplemental finan- 
cial scheme was adopted and approved of by 
the Representative Body, the effect of which 
was that each parish mm the diocese should in- 
crease the stipend of its inciugnbent by per 
cent. of the income under the diocesan scheme, 
or half as much again as he received from that 
source before. This increased stipend was to be 
helped iu the same proportion out of the 
diocesan funds—t.ec., 4 sum equal to one-half 
of the parochial assessments, He expressed 
the hope that the several parishes which rose so 
creditably in providing this increment last year 
might be able and willing to do so again this 
year. R i 

Afiother enactment was that passed at the 
epecial meeting of the General Synod in Novem- 
ber last, dealing with the whole Church of 
Ireland, the provisions of which were as yet 
in process of being carried into effect. The 
third enactment affected their position as Trish- 
men. (His lordship’s reference on this is re- 
ported in another column.)

The Rev. R. C. Phillips writes —

never be dry’ are wofully ignorant of their 
countrys history. In 1758-9, and again in 
1796-7, the making of epirits was prohibited 
owing t the failure of the harvest. According 
to the moist prophets the country should have 
been as bankrupt as they assert that America 
now is in employment and prosperity. Winskill’s 
History states that the only disastrous effects 
were that ‘the poor were apparently more com- 
fortable, paid rents regularly, were better fed 
than before, because gin was inaccessible.’ In 
spite of the proverbial robuet sense of the Eng 
lishman, a return to the sanity of his ancestors 
is possible. For a bad harvest with prohibition 
is infinitely better than a good one with alcohol. 

“ Pathtr O’Ryan’s courageous confesejon of 
his creed as a Prohibitionist in the Father 
Mathew Hall is. a sign of the convictions 
created in those who have personally witnessed 
the effecis of drink extinction and ehared in the 
world counsels of those whose lands are free 
from liquor.

him to be applied in payment of the petrol, and 
ihey were not to be dated until the cargo had 
arrived. The group had not since received the 
petrol, and accordingly they instituted the pre- 
sent proceedings in respect of the alleged .wrong- 
ful conversion by White of three of the bills.

IMPROVED SERVICE FOR 
BALLSBRIDGE. 


From to-day telephone subscribers in the 
Ba Isbridge area of Dublin will be afforded a 
much improved service. 

For some time past complaints by subscribers 
have been numerous, but they have heen due 
largely to the disturbance caused hy the in- 
troduction of an entirely new system, and the 
transfer of the Exchange from Shelbourne road 
to the Ballsbridge Post Office. 

To-day the n@v Exchange will be occupied at 
3 o'clock, and an improved system of call will 
come into’ operation. Under the C.B. (ventral 
battery) system ‘“‘calling,” “ clearing,”’ and 
‘‘ ringing off’ become automatic. 

The subscriber who desires to call up the 
Exchange simply removes the receiver from the 
rest. In the same way the line is “cleared ” 
yy replacing the receiver on the rest. In order 
that the full advantages of the system may be 
gained it is necessary to install new receivers in 
each subscriber's residence, and, as there are 
over 700 subscribers in the area, the; work will 
take some little time. 

The service to-day may be lable to some 
interruptions, but it should be understood that 
for the present any delay or inconvenience will 
be caused by the change which is being made.

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REPUBLICAN COURTS 
DECISION.

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Yesterday a Sinn Fein District Court, con- 
sisting of four justices, sat at 41 York street 
Dublin, and dealt with a number of civil] bill 
cases in which claims were made for sums 
exceeding £10.

Mr. M. Noyk, solicitor, appeared for the 
plaintiff, and defendant conducted his own case. 

Plaintiff's case was that the defendant's son, 
who was introduced to him as Captain Ryan, 
brought a motor car to be repaired, stating, at 
the same time that, perhaps, the insurance com- 
pany would repair “it, and that, if not, his 
father “would look after it.” -Later on Captain 
Ryan came to plaintiff and told him his father 
would be respofisible for the cost. When the 


|Tepairs had been completed young Ryan came 


to NN tee shop and asked to be given the car, 
as his father was not then prepared to meet the 
account. Before plaintiff did so he spoke to a 
Mr. Fanning, a brother-in-law of Ryan's, who 
assured him that the matter would be all right. 
Some time after young Ryan left to go to Van 
couver, and his father, when asked to pay the 
account, repudiated all responsibility. 

Miss Brennan, an employee of plaintiff, stated 
that she sent the account, first to Captain Ryan, 
and afterwards to the defendant. While the 
car was being repaired defendant’s eon rang up 
a couple of times about it. 

In reply to the President; witness said that 
she had furnished ihe account every month to 
the defendant. 

Mr Fanning, brother-in-law of Captain Ryan, 
who was subpoenaed for the plaintiff, stated that 
so far as he was concerned, the statement 
the plaintiff was a cock-and-bul! story. 
had never been in touch with the case in any 
shape or form, and had had no conversation 
with any of the Ryans. There was no truth in 

laintiff's' statement that he had motored to 

yans house and met him there. No conversa- 
tion had taken place between witness and 
plaintiff regarding the repair of the car. 

Plaintiff (recalled) said—I am: «chocked 
death’ at this man swearing an untruth. 

Asked by the President say what steps 
he had taken to that defendant would pay, 
mc said that. he did not doubt him.
